MORMON MI 


SSIONARIES ARE 
TO BE EXPELLED FROM GERMANY. 


ERLIN, July 22.—Herr Dalwitz, 
Prussian Minister of the Interior, 
on recommendation of the Poll- 
tical Police, has signed orders for the 
expulsion of twenty-one Mormon mis- 
isionaries, most of whom are Americans 
or Englishmen, and they will be con- 
ducted to the frontier today. The mis- 


isionaries had assembied from various 


parts of Germany at the . Mormon 
headquarters on the east side to meet 
Superintendent McKay, an American, 
usually residing in Switzerland. 
They were holding services when an 
agent of the Political office, who was 
seated in the audience rose and de- 
clared the gathering dissolved. At the 
moment several members of the Crim- 
inal Police appeared and virtually took 
the congregation in custody. 

The women were asked to leave the 
place and the men were examined as 
to their nationality. Those found to 
he Germansubjects were released 
while the others were requested to ac- 
co...pany the officers 
Presidency. There, after further ex- 
amination, they were permitted to go 
to their lodgings to await the issuance 
of warrants for their expulsion. 

MORALITY ISSUE. 

The status of the Mormons in Ger- 
many was taken up in exchanges be- 
tween the foreign office and the Amer- 
ican embassy in 1903, when’ the Gov- 
ernment took the position that the 
teachings of the missionaries were 
subversive of morality. 

It was then arran with the Mor- 
mon superintendent, throught the 
American embassy, that all Mormon 
missionaries should withdraw from the 
country within a month, transfetring 
the middie European headquarters 
from Berlin to Switzerland. Subse- 
quently 140 foreign leaders departed, 
leaving the German societies, with a 
total membership of 8000, In the care 
of German pastors, 

The authorities state that in recent 
years the Mormons have disregarded 
the understanding of 1908 and from 
time to time individual missionaries 
have been apprehended and expelled.

From threats they 
proceeded to blows, and only the time- 
ty intercession of the police averted 
the substitution of more deadly 
weapons for the fists so freely used. 

Sims Sobaich, formerly a member 
of the Montenegrin Congress and high 
in the councils of that State, was the 
central, though inactive, figure in the 
disturbance. With a royal threat of 
execution hanging over him should he 
fall into the hands of Nicholas I, he- 
reditary Prince of Montenegro, So 
baich has been a political fugitive 
since 1907. In that year he and forty- 
seven associates instituted, on behalf 
of the Liberal party, an investigation 
of certain financial operations in 
which the Prince was, sub rosa, re- 
ported to be replenishing the royal ex- 
chequer by plain graft. 

The results were startling. The en- 
tire corps of investigators were or- 
dered arrested and jailed. About forty 
of them were apprehended and thrown 
irto Jusovacha, the great bastile of 
Montenegro, der, Sobaich, 
and a handful of others escaped. 
With prices on their heads they have 
since been exiles and refugees. ,
